Dr. J. N. Hurty. secretary of the 
state board of health warns the peo­ 
ple of the state of the dangers of an 
insane and unsafe Fourth. 
He is not 
a strong advocate of the motto, ‘'let 
the children have a good time.

believes they should have a good time, 
but not be permitted to kill them­ 
selves. 
^_Dr. Hurty h a s prepared a pamphlet, 
«copies of. which* are being distributed 
to health officers over the state. 
The 
heading of the pamphlet 
is “ The 
Glorious Fourth 
of July 
anil 
its 
Lockjaw.” 
It goes into details ex­ 
plaining the habitual and predomi­ 
nant characteristics of the lockjaw 
germ. 
He says: 
“There were sixty-four deaths from 
lockjaw in Indiana in 190« and thirty- 
seven of them, 59.7 per cent, occurred 
in July. 
Most of the thirty-seven 
followed close after the Fourth and 
resulted from toy pistols and fire­ 
works. 
L ick jaw is caused by a germ 
that exists abundantly in street dirt, 
especially'in and around stables. 
It 
is probably that every spoonful of 
dust in the streets of cities contains 
these germs. 
“ A nail whether rusty or not, if it 
has on it lockjaw germs, and if it is 
driven into any part of the body, will 
plant the germs well beneath the sur­ 
face and the air being excluded the 
germs grow and cause lockjaw, 
it is 
the same if a piece of metal from a 
percussion cap or cartridge is forced 
into the flesh and 
carries lockjaw 
germs. 
“ Lockjaw wounds, no matter if they 
are slight, should at Once be dressed 
by skilled physicians. All such wounds 
should be kept open to the air until 
dressed by the doctor.

is a British 
Guiana issue, worth just I cent, but is 
sought after by all collectors because 
the word ‘Pathimsque’ figures on it In­ 
stead of Tctlmusque.’

hands the other day for nearly $1,000, 
•imply because, instead of being rod. 
as are Jill the others of this issue, Its

G o o d R o a d * I l f - n e a t A l l . 
If, as It will hereafter appear, good 
road* benefit all the people and a11 
classes of property w hy should not 
all contribute to their building In pro­ 
portion as they are benefited? 
This is 
what State Aid contemplates. 
In or­ 
der to make th is ciejir, let us ask and 
answer a few’ questions. 
1. 
Hew do the railways benefit by 
good roads and why should they be 
taxed to pay for same? 
2. 
Why should the wholesale mer­ 
chant in the city he taxed to build 
roads that the farmers use? 
8. 
Why should 
the 
well-to-do 
of 
large cities be railed upon to build 
country roads when they are heavily 
taxed for paving the city streets? Also, 
why should not the farmer pay taxes 
to pave the city streets iii return for 
the city’s contribution to building the 
country roads? 
4. Upon what ground can the taxing 
of the workingman’s 
home 
or 
the 
widow’s cottage to build hard roads In 
the country be justified? 
The above questions certainly look 
:ike posers, and they get harder as we 
go down the list. 
We will 
answer 
them briefly in Fie order given, and 
anyone who studies the subject 
can 
readily amplify these and find addi­ 
tional reasons. 
In the rush to move the crops every 
fall the railways are swamped with 
business. 
The stations all along the 
line ore calling for more ears than the 
companies can furnish, aud if 
they 
were 
able to supply the cars 
they 
would uot-hftve-suflielent locomotives to 
baul them. 
The trainmen are worked 
overtime and the cost of moving the 
freight is considerably Increased. 
A 
few weeks later the roads break up 
for the winter and the railways then 
have 
more men and cars than 
are 
needed. 
Thus, instead of the railway 
business being uniform and regular, it 
Is erratic and intermittent ; such con­ 
ditions increase the cost of operating 
the railway. 
If the country 
roads 
were 
good, tho delivery 
of 
freight 
would be more nearly uniform and the 
business of the railways could be mon* 
cheaply conducted. 
F. A. Delano President of the Wa­ 
bash Railway, says: 
“You have no 
Idea to what extent had roads affect 
railway traffic. 
We notice the fluctua­ 
tion of business from u’eek to week. 
The falling Off due to bad rojids is 
often as high as 50 per cent of 
the 
business received at country stations. 
In the rush of the crop-moving season 
the railways arc generally so swamiied 
with business that an adequate equip­ 
ment and prompt service Is difficult lf 
not impossible. 
“ Fnlformly good roads over the coun­ 
try would prolong the crop moving per­ 
iod several months, and thereby not I 
only relieve the tm file congestion, but 
the financial situation as well. 
With \ 
good roads and equalization of 
the 
traffic, the railway* could furnish bet­ 
ter facilities to their patrons with IO 
to 20 per cent less ear equipment than 
at present, with the Intermittent and 
erratic shipments. 
'I’he greatest need 1 
of this country to day is good roads.” I 
The wholesale merchant depends for j 
his business upon tho country dealer. 
Th© country dealer In turn 
depends 
largely upon the farmer. 
Do not for­ 
get that the farmer is the backbone of 
the country and the largest customer 
of the merchant. 
Bad roads interfere I 
with the merchant'* trade; they pre­ 
vent the farmer from reaching town. 
With bad roads tho traffic upon the 
highways falls off 50, GO and even 80 
per cent for weeks at a time. 
If the 
farmer happens to be out short of sup I 
piles, the family skimps along as best 
they can until he can get to town. 
The Illinois 
Highway Commission 
has gathered some valuable data as to 
th© effect of road and weather condi­ 
tions upon highway traffic. 
Observa­ 
tions w'ere made at seventy two well 
distributed points in the State, and th* 
actual number of vehicles passing upon 
given days was recorded. 
The report shows that th* 
travel 
aver hard roads is 
fairly uniform 
throughout the year, while that upon 
the earth roads Ie subject to the widest 
variations. 
A few figures will Illus­ 
trate. 
Tho Ptw r Lake earth road leading 
into Springfield, 111., for four days > 
March showed an avera go traffic 
6 5 ^ vehicles per day. 
Over the same , 
road In June and July following the 
average 
was 389 vehicles. 
On the 
corresponding days in Peoria, over a 
hard road. the traffic for March was 
166 aud the average for June and July 
163. 
Observations at Champaign on the 
Tolono earth road showed an average 
for January, February and March of 
63, as aga I nut 200 for September and 
October, 
Th# count at Decatur, ovex a gravel 


road, was, March and April, 240; July 
and August, 27S. 
The count on tne 
earth road at Sullivan for January, 
February and March was 54, August 
and September 310. 
At Elgin, on 
I hard road, March IGO, average for June 
and July 154. 
At liffingham, on an 
earth road, March and April 109, Au­ 
gust and September 399. At Centralia, 
over an earth road, March 28, June 
187. 
With good roads, the fanners live 
better, dress better, go out more, are 
better buyers and more liberal spenders 
The city resident lives upon the prod­ 
ucts of the farm and he urn lits an ade 
qua to supply regularly, at reasonable 
prices. 
With bad roads tills is im­ 
possible. a shortage occurs, and up go 
the prices. 
The middleman makes a 
stake speculating upon such conditions. 
North and west of Chicago the roads 
are generally improved, and from this 
district comes practically 
the w’hole 
milk mipply of the city; 
very little 
conics from the mud roads 
sections; 
consequently the price is eight cents a 


roads were general for a hundred miles 
in every direction from the city, so the 
farmers could depend upon meeting 
the milk train readily and promptly, 
thousands of them would go into the 
business that Is knowm to be profitable, 
but they are now prevented from doing 
so by bad roads. 
The people in the 
city suffer accordingly. 
Milk Is shipped dally as far as 150 
miles from the good road district of 
northern Illinois to cities in the com 
belt. 
These should be, but are not. 
supplied by adjoining farms. 
As to the farmer helping to pay for 
the paving of streets, he has not the 
same interest in their condition as the 
town man has in the country roads. 
The answer to the fourth question 
will be an incident, a very 
common 
one. 
A widow goes into a grocery 
store In a country town and asks for a 
dozen eggs and a pound of 
butter. 
When told tile prices she protests ami 
the grocer says.; 
“Well, you see, the 
roads are so laid, very few farmers 
are conling to town now, so butter and 
"*ggs are scarce.” 8lie pays three cents 
liore for the eggs and four cents more 
for the butter, and this seven cents 
represents her bad road tax paid that 
evening. 
Under State ald tax for good 
roads, her annual assessment 
would 
probably not exceed IO or 15 cents. 
Is 
a further answer necessary? We think 
not.—From a bulletin Issued 
by the 
Farmers’ Good Roads League.

The season for working the earth 
roads is the springtime, and the ear­ 
lier this is done the better. 
Do not be 
afraid 
of 
doing road work in wet 
weather; the more water-soaked the

foot.

soil Is, the better for the purpose and 
the better the road will finally be. 
In grading do not loosen any more 
earth than necessary to 
make 
the 
grade, the general form of which should 
he as shown in Figure I, high in the 
center and sloping uniformly toward 
the side ditches at tile rate of about 
one iuch or an inch and a half per 
foot. 
The width to which the road 
should be graded depends upon local 
conditions, the amount of traffic, etc. 
It should not he less than twelve nor 
more than thirty feet wide. 
In forming the road, do not permit 
weeds, sod or rubbish of any kind to 
become mixed with tile earth, as this 
will give trouble for a long time to 
come. 
The road will flatten a little In set­ 
tling, so when first graded It should 
be a little higher in the middle than 
It Is Intended to be finally. Never put 
a tile under the middle of the road, 
but to one side, as shown In Figure I, 
and about three feet below the sur­ 
face. 
Be sure there Is a free and un­ 
obstructed outlet, as really the most 
Important step in the art of road-build­ 
ing is proper drainage. 
The best time to work the roads in 
the spring is when the fields are too 
wet for plowing, and if proper calcu­ 
lations are made, the road work can 
be done without interfering with work 
upon the farm. 
The only months that 
it is suitable to work the earth roads, 
aside from using the drag, are March, 
April and May. 
Any work done in the 
I ate summer or fall of th* year is an 
actual damage and not a benefit, and 
it would be much better if highway 
commissioners would do no work at all 
than to do It late in the year. 
Inves­ 
tigations show that 45 per cent of the 
road work in Illinois Is done In the 
fall of the year, and what Is true of 
Illinois Is true of most of the western 
States. 
It is not at all uncommon to 
find instances where two dollar* of 
actual damage has been In working 
out upon the road a dollar road tax. 
L#t th* roads alone unless the wock can 


be a'one at the proper season of the 
year. 
Figure 2 Is a common and very bad 
form of road; the top is left too flat; 
it holds instead of sheds the water. 
If this form of road is found upon a 
black loam soil, tho wheels and horses’ 
feet will thoroughly puddle the road 
so that the water will not soak through 
except very slowly, and a rough and 
broken surface Is Its normal condition 
Figure 3 Is a cross section of 
Hn 
average unimproved road. 
The water 
stands In the middle of the road and 
cannot get away. 
The drivers passing 
that way turn out and go around the 
worst places, weaving In and out and 
picking their way as best they can 
The expenditure of $50 to $150 a mile 
will grade the road and put It in the 
form of Figure I. 
The proper form 
of the roadway is superimposed upon 
Figure 8, and shows how easily 
the 
proper form can be made by taking a 
little m aterial from each side and put­ 
ting it In the center. 
Every township should have a road 
grader, and this lf taken care of will 
last for twenty years. 
While every 
township should have a grader, ever? 
farm should have a road drag. 
This 
can be made of split log or plank and 
need not cost more than $4 or $5. The 
drag should be used after every rain, 
slicking up the surface and moving a 
little material towards the center. 
If 
the road is properly graded and th© 
drag faithfully used, earth roads will 
be Improved IOO per cent. 
Highway commissioners should get In 
touch with the State highway authori­ 
ties and get from them suggestions for 
the practical working of 
the roads 
Road-bnilding Is an art that is very 
little understood, and, because of this 
from half to two-thirds of the money 
©a I sod for highway improvements for 
tho last forty years has been practl 
<ally wasted. 
It is time to commence 
ming the right thing, and doing It at 
he right time.

The German Emperor, whose occupa­ 
tion of the German throne is said to 
have been the outcome of a “good coin 
rnercinl speculation,” is 
thought by 
many to be heir to the throne of Etag 
land, he being the eldest child of the 
eldest child of the late Queen Victoria. 
The King of Italy sits on someone 
else’s throne. 
The father of the pres­ 
ent king ascended the throne of Sar­ 
dinia as the descendant of the ambi­ 
tious uian of the Alexander type of 
conquering hero. 
He was a man of 
title in the little kingdom of Savoy, be­ 
ing one of its dukes. 
Spain, without 
asking the people, gave this man Ama­ 
deus the throne of Sicily. 
Five 
years 
afterw ard 
Amadeus 
thought that, as Sardinia was a lnrgr 
place than Sicily, it would be all the 
better lf he ruled It, and, having put 
the m atter In the hands of Germany, 
Charles VI. at once agreed with Ama­ 
deus that Sardinia should he his. 
Amadeus, therefore, under the pro­ 
tection of the Emperor Charles, pro­ 
ceeded to Sardinia, where his progress 
a very royal one—was, from fear, al­ 
lowed full scope. 
Tile road 
to the 
throne was accomplished 
in double- 
quick time, and as a reward Amadeus 
gave Charles Sicily. 
This occurred only a century aud a 
hal ago, and the lineal descendant 
of Amadeus is the present Victor Em­ 
manuel III. of Italy. 
The King of Greece Is a Dane, as every 
one knows. To make room for George 
I. of the Ilallenes, Otho, the then ruler 
of Greece, and a Bavarian by birth and 
parentage, 
was 
deposed, and 
King 
Christian's son put on the throne In 
18G3. 
It came about through a civil war— 
or, more strictly speaking, an Insurrec­ 
tion—during which the lives of the 
reigning king and queen were sought. 
But the monarchs escaped unhurt. The 
Insurgents thereupon proclaimed Prince 
Alfred- the late Duke of Edinburgh, 
who ruled over Saxe-Coburg—as king, 
but the 
young prince refused 
the 
throne.—Stray Stories.

thing to mix up with it considerations 
of meter and rhythm and rhyme, aud 
to sacrifice to them dearness and sim­ 
plicity. 
To do so is to scoff at sacred 
things, and the act of a plowman who 
danced a jig as he followed his plow, 
spoiling thereby the straightness and 
order of the furrow. 
Poetry making 
is, in my opinion, even when it In 
good, a very silly superstition.” 
“We have always 
supposed 
th at 
Dona ii Doyle derived his general theory 
of scientific detection from the read­ 
ing of Poe,” says a writer in The Book­ 
man, “and that Poe had Liken his no­ 
tions of deduction from the Interesting 
story iii Voltaire’s Zadig which tells 
how Zadiz described to the king's chief 
huntsman all the peculiarities of 
a 
horse and a dog which he had never 
himself seen, his description being bas­ 
ed upon the same method of reason­ 
ing 
which so interested us in 'T ho 
Murders in the Rue Morgue” and In 
the Sherlock Holmes story cycle. 
Poe 
was, of course, fam iliar with Voltaire, 
and doubtless got bls original sugges­ 
tion from the work of that ingenious 
author. 'Phis theory w’e still hold to bo 
true so far as Poe and Conan Doyle 
arc concerned. 
But the Interesting 
question arises: whence did Voltaire 
derive his hint? This question has been 
very satisfactorily 
answered by Mr. 
Leon Fraser in a short but Interesting 
paper which he contributed to “Mod­ 
ern Language Notes” more than a year 
ago. 
Iii this palier lie points out that 
Voltaire’s story is not very different 
in form from one contained in a book 
by the Fiievalier de Mailly, 
entitled 
“Voyage et Aventure* des Trois Princes 
de Sa rend ip,” which appeared In 1719. 
or twenty-eight 
years 
earlier 
than 
Zadig.”

Automobilists who have done any 
amount of touring, either in the United

The Massaehus 
etts court held that the mere fact of 
the adjudication was no bar to su»‘b 
action under the facts of this case. 
The validity of the Missouri Statute 
(Rev. St. 187!», Se«y 5982), which ex 
eludes suicide as a defense in suits on 
life insurance policies unless such sul 
eide w as contemplated at the time aj 
plication was made for the policy, is 
upheld by the United States Supreme 
Court in Whitfield v. Hadley. 27 su 
preme Court Rci>ortor, .*78, 205 Lv S 
489. 51 L. Ed. 895. 
It was suggested 
that 
the statute “merely encourages 
suicide, and offers a bounty therefoi, 
payable, not out of the public funds of 
the state, but out of the funds of tin 
insurance company.”

says that ail insurance company is not 
bound to make a contract which is at 
tended by the results indicated by tin 
statute.

In KUK) Will Adams arrived in Japan 
in command of a Dutch ship. 
Adams 
had partaken of many a sea adventure, 
and laid probably been brought in con­ 
tact with Hawkins, Drake, Sir Rich­ 
ard Grenville and the other celebrated 
voyagers of that day. He says himself, 
in his account of Ii is life, that lie “serv­ 
ed for M acer and Piiott in her Ma 
jestle’s ships.” 
On landing In Japan Adams was tak­ 
en prisoner aud sent to Osaka to the 
great Emperor Iyesyasu. 
"As soon as I came before him he de­ 
manded of me of what countrey we 
were,” says Adams. 
“So I answered 
him on all points. 
He asked whether 
our countrey had warren. 
I answer? I 
him yea. 
He asked tis to the way we 
came to the countrey. 
Having a chart 
of the whole world, 
I 
showed 
him 
through the Straight of Magelan. 
Ha 
\ Ic wed me well and seemed to be won­ 
derful favorable.'* 
The emperor attached Adams to his 
personal service, and later we read of 
tin* late pilot teaching Ilks royal master 
"Jcornetcy and understanding of the art 
of mathematicks.” 
Adams was well provided for, and 
commanded to build ships for deep-sea 
sailing. 
Before long he was created 
Samurai, aud an estate was given him. 
Surely no romance of that romantic 
age was stranger than the rise of this 
plain English pilot, with only his sim­ 
ple honesty and common sense to help 
blin. 
He w as in such extraordinary 
favor w itll the greatest and shrewdest 
of Japanese rulers that we read in a 
contemporary account: "The Emperor 
esteemed by in much, and he may goe 
in and Speake to hym at all times win ii 
Kynges and Princes are kept out. 
Adams’ only cause for regret in his 
elevation to fortune was the fact that 
he was never allowed to visit his na­ 
tive laud. 
His services w o r e regarded 
as too precious to be spared. 
The em­ 
peror never refused him anything hut 
this one privilege, and Adams did not 
dare urge the matter too hard, for, as 
he writes, "When I asked one too many 
times the Quid Emperour was silent.”

A PROPEB DAY’S WORK. 
OW many hours a (lay should a man work ? 
is a Question which it is easier to nRk than 
to answer. 
There are laws fixing eight, 
or nine, or ten hours as the length of the 
work ing day, but those who passed the 
laws do not limit their hours of work by 
rule. The houses of Congress meet at noon, 
and remain in session from thirty minutes to fire or 
six hours; but before the presiding officer tak es his place 
and after adjournment, Senators and members are oc­ 
cupied with duties, either in the committee room or In 
their 'offices, in consultation with constituents. 
Ev ery 
successful employer of labor has work ed long hours for 
years, until he has reached the point where he can dele­ 
gate some of the responsibility of business to others. 
And then it sometimes happens that he has not the 
strength to enjoy the leisure that he has earned. 
Eight hours for work , eight hours for play and eight 
for sleep has been sometimes put forward as the ideal 
div ision of the day. 
It implies that a man may In eight 
hours earn enough to support his family. 
But the am­ 
bitious m an is not content with mere support, and 
nev er will he. 
He too often work s to the point of ex­ 
haustion. 
When he is an employer he sometimes think s 
that his employes should work as long as he. 
Laws 
limiting the hours of labor are needed to protect the 
work men against such employers as well as against those 
who are actuated by sheer greed.—Youth's Companion. 


OWNING A HOME. 
WRITER expresses the opinion that no 
A 


man should own his home until he has 
passed the age of GO years, and not then 


u n l e s s he 
h a s pro spered. T he theo ry is 
that the desire to own a home causes the 
poor man to go into debt while rearing a 
family; that this burden compels him to 
depriv e his children of many things which they need 
while growing to manhood and womanhood, and that 
those things count for more than the owning of a home. 
Then, too, the writer argues, it Is as cheap to rent as 
to liv e In one’s own property, and often after a man has 
sav ed for years and his family has made sacrifices for 
a home it becomes unsalable through unexpected con­ 
ditions and env ironments. 
It is a question of nev er-ending discussion If It is 
cheaper to rent than to own a home. 
On the monetary 
proposition men do not agree. 
’I here are those who as­ 
sert that interest on inv estment, taxes, Insurance, repairs, 
etc., aggregate more year after year than does rent. Oth­ 
ers are equally positiv e it is better for a man, especially 
a wage-eainer or salaried person, to buy a home and 
pay for It on the Installment plan rather than pay In 
rent a sum in the aggregate sufficient to purchase a com­ 
fortable property. 
Howev er, regardless of which Is right, there are oth­ 
er considerations which are emphatically in fav or of the 
home owner. 
The family which is In its own home has 


that “settled'’ feeling which Is not possessed by others. 
It may lie a long, hard pull to pit her together the pur­ 
chase price; there may be hardships and priv ations and 
the practice of the strictest economy; the children may 
not hav e so much money spent on them and may hav e 
less spending money of their own, but these economies 
will hurt neither parents nor children, but will be a dis­ 
tinct adv antage to all. for it will teach them tlie v alue of 
a dollar. 
'Hie real home feeling and home association is worth 
more than mere money. 
The family In its own home has 
elbow room; it can plan for and mak e changes perma­ 
nent In character and which would not and could not be 
attempted In rented property; it can plant trees and 
otherwise beautify the premises with the certainty that 
nothing but death can prev ent the members enjoying the 
Improv e ni e n ts TTu'y^hav e ina de. 
The lov e of home will he all the stronger because of 
these sacrifices and economics and plans, and the mem­ 
ories of the children will be sweeter than if the father 
had waited until he had passed GO before buying a home. 
—Toledo Blade.

MILK IN THE COCOANUT. 


CJAOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOOC 


“Husk ing a eocoanut is one of the 
simplest-look iug 
operations 
in 
the 
world, hut 1 hav e not yet seen the 
white man who could 
do it effectiv ely.” 
writes Heatrico Grimshaw in her hook , 
“In the Strange South Seas.” 
Ev ery 
nativ e of Tahiti is apparently bo rn with 
the trick . 
A stick is sharply pintcd at both 
ends, and one end is firmly set in the 
ground. 
The nut is then tak en in the 
hands and struck with a hitting and 
tearing 
mov ement combined, on the 
point of the stick , 
so as to split the 
thick . Intensely tough cov ering of dense 
coir fiber that protects the nut. 
The nut comes forth white as iv ory, 
about the same shape and size as the 
brown old nuts that go by ship to Eng­ 
land and America, but much younger 
and more tender, for only the smallest 
of the old nuts, which are not wanted 
in tin* islands for copra mak ing, arc 
generally exported. 
A large k nife is used to crack the top 
of the nut all around, lik e an egg­ 
shell, and the drink Is ready, a draft 
of pure water, slightly sweet and just 
a little aerated, if the nut has been 
pluck ed at the right stage. 
There is no pleasanter or more re­ 
freshing d raft 
In the world, and it 
has not the least lik eness to the “milk ” 
contained In the cocoa nuts 
of 
com­ 
merce. 
No nativ e would drink from 
old nuts, for fear of Illness, as they 
are considered both unpleasant and un- j 
wholesome. 
Only the milk of 
half- 
grown nuts Is used for drink ing, and 
ev en these will sometimes hold a couple 
of pints of liquid. 
The w ater of the young cocoanut is 
food and drink in one, hav ing much 
nourishing m atter held in solution. 
On 
many a long day of hot and weary 
trav el I had cause to bless the refresh­ 
ing and restoring powers of heav en’s 
best gift to man in the tropics, the 
nev er-falling cocoanut.

POLAR NTOHT DREANY. 


D ay , W h i c h I* S u m m e r , E ad a r uble, 
b u t t h e W i n t e r H en rt-B reak ln g r* 
During a polar winter the av erage 
thick ness of the Ice on the ocean where 
no storms or strong tides 
Interfere 
reaches six feet or more. 
There is 
really no warm season. 
Ev en during 
the long summer days, says the Science 
Monthly, snow falls frequently. Clear 
spells are relativ ely warm. but. espe­ 
cially In the antarctic, fogs and clouds 
are frequent, while winds bring low 
temperatures. 
Nev ertheless the 
summer 
near the 
margins of the arctic zone Is described 
in the Journal of Geography as hav ­ 
ing clean, crisp, pure air, free frem 
dust and with little precipitation. 
'The monotony and dark ness of the 
polar night are decreased a good deal 
by the long twilight, due to the high 
degree of refraction at low' tempera­ 
tures. 
The sun actually appears and 
disappears some days before and after 
the times which are geometrically set 
for the change. 
, 
Light from moon and stars and from 
the aurora also reliev es the dark ness. 
Optical phenomena of 
great v ariety, 
beauty and complexity are 
common. 
Solor and, lunar Halos and t uroiue and 
mock suns and moons are often seen. 
Auroras seem to he less common and 
less brilliant in the antarctic than in 
the arctic. 
Sunset and sunrise colors 
within the polar zones are describi'd as 
being extraordinarily brilliant and im­ 
pressiv e. 
'Thus the north )tolar summer, in 
spite of its drawback s, is in some re­ 
spects a pleasant and healthful season. 
But the polar night is monotonous, de­ 
pressing 
and 
ev elastingly uniform — 
snow cov ering, rigidity, llfelessm-sg,* si­ 
lence, except for the howl of the gale 
or the crack ing of ice. 
Small wonder that the polar night 
has sometimes unbalanced men’s minds. 
Tho first effects are often a strong de­ 
sire for sleep and Indifference. 
Later 
effects hav e been sleeplessness and ner­ 
v ousness. tending in extreme cases to 
insanity, uiuemia and digestiv e trou­ 
bles. 
Extraordinarily low winter tempera­ 
tures are easily borne If the air Is dry 
and still. 
Nansen 
notes “not v ery 
cold” at a temperature of 22 degrees 
when the air was still. 
Another arctic 
explorer at 0 degrees says, “It Is too 
warm to sk ate.” 
Zero weather seems 
pleasantly re­ 
freshing If clear and warm. 
But high 
elntlv e humidity and wind, ev en a 
light wind, giv e the same degree of 
old a penetrating feeling of chill which 
may be unbearable. 
'Thus the damp 
dr of spring 
and 
summer usually 
seems much cooler than the drier air 
f winter, although the temperatures 
may be the same. 
When exposisl di- 
reetly to the air the sk in burns and 
listers and the lips swell and crack . 
Thirst bus been much complained of 
by polar explorers, and is surely due 
o the activ e ev aporation 
from 
tho 
warm body Into the dry, relativ ely cold 
dr. 
There Is no doubt that polar air Is 
ngulnrly free from micro-organisms, 
a fact which is dfle chiefly to lack of 
ommunication with other parts of the 
world; hence diseases which are com­ 
mon in temperate zones, colds among 
hem, are rare.
